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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, a response under 37 CFR 1.116 is not a 
substitute for a 37 CFR 1.111 response. Indeed, a 1.116 response is rather brief, concise and straight to the point. Second, the Examiner 
has already addressed the issues rasised in the current 1.116 response. For instance, as seen below and contrary to the Applicant's 
conclusion, Reilly teaches the "paused selected program content". 

"The system disseminates information and advertisements to subscribers' computers, wherein the information and advertisements are 
automatically displayed when the subscriber's computer is on, but meets predefined idleness criteria. For example, the predefined idleness 
criteria (pause conditions) could be the failure to receive any input for a period of at least five minutes, greater than zero seconds (entering 
a pause mode in response to a user action, which includes the action or inaction of not issuing any input to the computer to thereby trigger 
the display of selected program content and advertisements during an idle time or pause mode-Col. 2: 28-34). The present system is also 
adapted to provide each subscriber or user with the ability to set up and change a user profile indicating categories and subcategories of 
topics, which are of interest and not of interest to the subscriber and to select the news stories displayed on the subscriber's computer 
accordingly (col. 2: 48-53). " 

Here, the system enters a Screensaver mode to display advertising content, for example, when the user's computer or system meets an idle 
criterion or timing condition due a lack of browsing or keyboard activity. In any Screensaver system, the work the user was doing, the 
document he was reading, the text he was typing, etc, before the computer enters this Screensaver mode represents the user's selected 
content that is being paused or momentarily suspended. That is the scenario in any conventional Screensaver system. 

Thus, and in general, the Applicant's remarks, as herein recorded, are not persuasive. 
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
